There can be objections to the 
name Altona Meadows. The Council has 
already decided that-it is the best name 
available: The council should maintain 
its stand, except to meet the situation if 
one word is absolutely mandatory.

(By Star Reporter) 


To see ourselves as others see us is important, but to 
‘see ourselves as we really are is better. Known facts, 
regarding Altona and particularly Altona industry are 
summarised in a panel on this page. Deductions drawn 
‘from these figures and those of other municipalities 
supply us with a more real and meaningful picture of 


Altona. 
SOURCES 


All basic information has 
been derived from two publi- 
cations of the Commonwealth 
Bureau of Census and Statis- 
tics, specifically factory stat- 
istics 1967-68 and estimated 
population and dwellings 
Local Government areas 1968. 


AREA 


Altona has an area of 9,930 
acres. It is one of the 39 
cities and 16 shires which 
make up Greater Melbourne. 

Reference to these shires 
which generally include a 
large rural area have been 
largely omitted from this 
article. 


Cities vary from Fitzroy 
with 904 acres to Keilor with 
24,265. 

Most, however, have areas 
from a few thousand to ten 
thousand acres. 

The inner cities are small 
but plainly increase in size as 
they are more distant from 
the centre City of Melbourne. 

Thus the inner suburbs of 
Williamstown with 3,582 acres 
and Footscray with 4,441 are 
much below those of Sun- 
shine, 19,775, and Keilor. 


POPULATION 


Altona’s population at June, 
1968, was estimated at 26,800 
and the number of dwellings 
at 6,937. This gives a high 
figure of 3.86 persons per 
dwelling. 


Generally, a figure of 4 is 
taken as evidence of a youth- 
ful population. 


Judged by this standard 
Broadmeadows with 4.21 and 
Sunshine with 4.02 hold the 
leading positions. 

It is significant that Werri- 
bee with its current building 
boom has the highest figures 
— 4.24, 

Dividing the population of 
a municipality by the total 
acreage less areas zoned for 
industry, an idea of the. rela- 
tive density of population can 
be obtained. 

On this standard the de- 
veloped inner suburbs run 
high. 

Fitzroy 34.5 per acre, St. 
Kilda 29 and Collingwood and 
Prahran with 25 are figures 
that could be expected. 

Footscray has 16.5 and Wil- 
Hiamstown 10.4. 

However, most cities and 
particularly outer areas are 
around 10 or much less. 

Springvale with 1.9 is the 
lowest, Keilor and Doncaster 
have 2 per acre. 

Altona’s figure is 3.4 and 
Sunshine is somewhat higher 
at 4.4, 


INDUSTRIAL AREA 


The Melbourne and Metro- 
politan Board of Works plan- 
ning scheme at July 31, 1969, 
listed areas in each munici- 
pality zoned industrial. 

These vary from 15 acres 
in Brighton to 3,526 in Sun- 
shine. 


Altona’s figure of 2,074 is 
high and represents 20.9% of 
its total area. 

This figure is excelled only 
by Port Melbourne with 32%, 
Collingwood 27.4% and Rich- 
mond with 21.4%. 

In purely residential areas 
the industrial percentages are 
very low. Such as Kew 6% 

__vand. Camberwell...79%. ___ 
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INDUSTRY CAPITAL 
VALUE 

The value of land, buildings 
and plant of industrial fac- 
tories is compiled from fac- 
tory returns submitted by 
manufacturers, They have no 
direct relation to municipal 
net annual value assess- 
ments, 


If in each municipality we 
take the figure given for land, 
buildings, plant and mach- 
inery and divide it by the 
applicable reserve of indus- 
trial Jand, figures showing the 
relative use of industrial 
land can be obtained. 


Altona with 2,074 acres has 
a high reserve of industrial 
land and a high amount of 
land, industrial buildings, 
plant, ete, at $83,133,000. 
This gives an average of 
$40,083 for every acre of in- 
dustrial Jand in Altona. 

However, as compared with 
other cities Altona’s figure is 
amongst the lowest. 

Figures of well over $100,- 
000 are common — Fitzroy 
shows $346,000 and Prahran 
$280,000. 

Sunshine has a figure in 
line with Altona of $42,000, 

Only Frankston, Chelsea, 
Keilor, Ringwood and Waver- 
ley have lower figures than 
Altona. 

It is clear that though land 
values must play a large 
part in the high figures for 
inner suburbs, Altona’s in- 
dustrial potential, so strongly 
based is still capable of far 
greater exploitation. 


PRODUCTION 
AND OUTPUT 

It is difficult to obtain a 
significant impression on out- 
put and production. 

In the course of manufac- 
ture (and particularly in Al- 
tona) the output of one estab- 
lishment becomes the raw 
material of another. And such 
commodities are included 
more than once in the output 
total. 

On the other hand the ag- 
gregate value of production 
is assessed without duplica- 
tion, The production achieved 
by each industry is taken into 
account once only. 

The value of Altona’s pro- 
duction is shown at $52,440,000 
or 2.71% of the industrial 
production of Greater Mel- 
bourne of which Altona’s 
population is 1.159 and area 
66%. 


TYPES AND EXTENT 


OF INDUSTRY 

Altona has 68 industrial 
establishments, Only Chelsea 
with 46 has a lower figure. 

In genera! Altona industry 
in its various classes has a 
similar pattern as other cities 
except for the proponderance 
of the oil and chemical divi- 
ston. 

Of the 68 factories, 31 em- 
ploy 19 or less employees and 
11 employ over 100. 

Of 345 factories in Sunshine 
181 employ less than 10 and 
51 over 100. 


EMPLOYMENT 
OPPORTUNITIES 


For every employee in ia- 
dustry in Altona there is re- 
quired a capital investment in 
land, buildings, plant, etc., of 
$28,440, 

This fact at once places Al- 
tona industry in a special 
category. 

_Fhe corresponding figures 





for all other cities are all 
well below $10,000. Sunshine 
has $6,870, Footscray $5,810 
and Williamstown $4,800. 

The Shire of Hastings for 
much the same reason as Al- 
tona with its new refinery 
reaches the high of $42,544 
per employee, 

Collingwood with much the 
same total industrial capitali- 
sation as Altona gives em- 
ployment to over six times as 
many people. . 

Employed in industry in Al- 
tona are 2,923 persons which 
equals 10.9% of its estimated 
population, 

Few cities could expect to 
rival Port Melbourne whose 
industrial employees are 
equal to 170% of its popula- 
tion. 

More realistic or realizable 
figures are presented by our 
neighbours —- Sunshine’ 30%, 
Footscray 32% and Williams- 
town 33% employees as com- 
pared with total population. 

These calculations show 
two things. The relative lack 
of opportunity for employ- 
ment in Altona and the evi- 
dence of available labour for 
new industry in Altona. 

SUMMARY 

As far as possible only a 
factual summary of Altona’s 
industrial position has been 
attempted. 

No attempt has been made 
to suggest inferences or gen- 
eralisations. The article 
purely provides objective pic- 
tures of Altona as it is shown 
by statistical reports and cal- 
culations based on them.
